FINE PERFORMANCE 
OF HANDEL’S WORK 
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DUBLIN PHILHARMONIC 
SOCIETY CONCERT

The annual performance of Handel’s 
“ Messiah ” by the Dublin Philharmonic 
Society at the Theatre Royal on Saturday 
last was in some respects the finest presenta- 
tion of that work yet given by the Society. 
The main credit for the improvement must 
go to the chorus, which for the occasion was 
assisted by members of the Culwick Choral 
Society. There was a noticeable improve- 
ment both in tone quality and volume in all 
the parts, and this, of course, made a great 
deal of difference in the big choruses, notably 
‘‘For unto us,” ‘ All we like sheep,” and 
‘‘ Lift up your gates.’’ In these, as well as 
in the “Hallelujah” chorus, there was always 
plenty of reserve of tone, on which the con- 
ductor, Mr. Turner Huggard, played very 
effectively to make his points. The contrasts 
in light and shade were beautifully marked, 
and there was admirable crispness both in 
attack and finish. Nothing in this respect 
could have been more satisfactory than the

treatment of the opening chorus, “ And the 
glory. of the Lord,” or the shorter piece, 
‘Glory to God in the highest.” 
All the parts had a pleasing, fresh quality 
of tone, and sang their words with perfect 
clearness in shapely phrases. Generally the 
pitch was good, so that it comes rather as a 
shock, after the beautiful ending of “* His 
yoke is easy” at the close of the first part, 
to find the chorus going so badly out of tune 
in ‘‘ Behold the Lamb of God,” the first 
chorus in the second part. That, however, 
was the only serious blemish, and the 
rest of their work was excellent. The 
‘Hallelujah’ chorus was sung with great 
vigour, the parts being well - sustained, 
without becoming strident. The big chorus, 
“Worthy is the Lamb,” was splendidly 
rendered, the male voices in the “ Blessing 
and honour ' movement coming out well. It 
did seem, however, that the tempo was some- 
what on the slow side, even though it 1s 
marked largo, and the same applied to the 
“Amen” chorus. But generally Mr. 
Huggard showed intimate understanding of 
the work, and his reading was very polinked 


THE PRINCIPALS 


Mr. Turner Huggard had the support of 
four excellent soloists, Taking them in order 
of entry, Mr. W. F. Watts, the Waterford 
tenor, must have surprised even his warmest 
admirers with his singing of very trying 
music. His voice seems to have taken on 
additional roundness, and is as flexible as 
ever. His declamation in the opening recita- 
tive ‘‘Comfort ye” was very impressive; 
the words were very distinctly sung ‘and the 
phrases well turned, In the aria, “ Every 
valley,’ there was a lovely rhythm; again 
the words were clear, and the runs were 
well-sustained and even. Later he was very 
effective in his singing of the Passion music. 
The bass was Mr. Renton Mitchell, who sang 
his work from memory, and showed from 
his opening in the recitative ‘‘ Thus, saith 
the Lord” a thorough knowledge of the 
music and its requirements, Though some- 
what on the light side, his voice was very 
pleasing, and was quite weighty enough in 
the lower register, His singing of ‘‘ But 
who may abide’’ and “The people that 
walked in darkness” was beautifully sus- 
tained, and here, as well as in '' Why do the 
nations?’ he showed himself possessed of 
fine dramatic powers, but kept them 
in artistic restraint. His diction was very 
clean, and in the lower runs there was 
admirable clearness, and none of that blurring 
an often heard from bassos. The aria, “ The 
trumpet shall sound,” was given with great 
ring, and here one must pay a compliment to 
the fine playing of the solo trumpeter. 

Miss Mairin l'enning was the contralto, and 
if hc. voice lacked something in volume, the 
shortcoming was redeemed by the artistry of 
her singing. The recitative. ‘‘ Then shall the 
eyes of the blind,” was touchingly appealing 
in its simplicity of style, while the succeeding 
ing aris, “He shall feed His flock,” was a 
lesson in legato singing. Her reading of this 
aria and of “ He was despised '” stamped her 
as an artist. 

Miss Elsie Griffin was the soprano, and 
here again there was a surprise for those who 
were familiar only with her work in opera. 
Tie voice took on an &dded loveliness and 
purity of tone, especially in the upper register, 
and had a pleasing carrying quality. Her 
dramatic gifts stood well to her in the recita- 
tive passages, notably in ' And the angel 
said unto them.” and also in the aria, “ Re- 
joice greatly.” which was taken with a fine 
rhythm. “I know - that my Redeemer 
liveth”’ was sung with beautiful understand. 
ing and appeal. 

The orchestra, possibly because of its un- 
nsual location in the orchestra stalls, did not 
seem quite as effective as uanal, and the 
Pastoral Symphony was somewhat uneven in 
halance of the parts—the double basses were 
faintly heard. One outstanding feature was

Sirn,—The determination to demolish the 
old Weavers’ Hall, in the Coombe, has, I am 
glad to learn from your columns, evoked the 
regrets of the Old Dublin Society, which, 
under the presidency of Councillor T. Kelly, 
is taking a genuine and creditable interest in 
the history and topography of our city. Now, 
as you have brought the matter prominently 
before your public, may I suggest that you 
go farther and endeavour to inspire co- 
operation between the Old Dublin Society, 
the Royal Society of Antiquaries, the 
Custodians of the National useum, and 
other interested bodies and individuals to 
seek to secure the preservation of the front 
(at least) of the early Georgian building and 
immediately to act on Mr, Kearney’s sug- 
estion that the internal carvings be saved 
en destruction ? 

It is truly ironical that our Municipal Cor- 
poration—the premier local governing body 
in this country—has no powers to save this 
and such like places of civic, historical 
associations ; it seems to have authority, or 
the will, only to destroy; so, during the 
rapid development of our new industrial and 
materialistical “culture,” we have seen several 
acts of vandalism perpetrated, after the com- 
plete disregard of timely, but unorganised, pro- 
tests. However, the expression of vain re- 

rets and “ indefinitely awaiting something to 
Caneel.” will ‘carry us no farther on this 
than on past occasions; and if some in- 
fluential, publicly-spirited people are not 
forthcoming to preserve the Weavers’ Hall— 
by compensating the owners, if necessary— 
it: will be lost for ever, and after it in their 
turns will go every other fragment. which 
bears on our civic Blue, Ae.

IMPORT DUTIES 

The Ministry will be requested not to re- 
move the import duty on foreign apples before 
April 1st of each year. ' 

Speaking on suggestions for improving the 
marketing of garden produce, Mr. J. Braken, 
horticultural instructor, North Tipperary, 
said that the present system of sale in the 
Dublin market and the want of any system 
at all in country towns was not only unsatis- 
factory, but for persons living distant from 
Dublin, might be described as a failure. The 
important point was whether or not to pro- 
hibit imports entirely between July Ist and 
February list, as it would be impossible to 
find a profitable market for all Irish apples 
until there was legislation prohibiting imports 
of all foreign supplies during that period. 
The tariff had been helpful during the season 
following its imposition, but since then it had 
failed to “gy the Irish producer any better 
prica for his fruit. It had secured the best 
prices since the war for small fruit, such as 
strawberries and black currants, but it was 
significant that there had been a shortage of 
small fruit in England. Windfall apples, 
placed ungraded on the Irish market during 
the last two years, had played great mischief 
with _prices. Another bad practice was the 
placing of unripe sour apples on the market, 
and only efficient organisation, together with 
the grading and labelling of all produce and 
a better system of distribution would remedy 
the situation 


ALLOTMENTS 

That under the Government scheme intro- 
duced last year the number of allotments 
taken up by the unemployed had increased 
three-fold since January last was stated by 
Mr. C. O'Donovan, A.R.C.5.1., of Dublin, 
who read a paperon that subject. Trade 
slump and a consequent reduction of demand 
for farm products owing to a lowering of the 
standard of living in cities and towns had led 
to a degree of rural unemployment, and it 
became a tendency to move into the cities. in 
search of work. It needed such a scheme to 
maintain the spirit of the unemployed men, 
and clear proof of its value was supplied by 
its success during the war years. This year 
the scheme was taken up at 46 centres, and in 
County Tipperary it afforded profitable work 
for 320 men.
